A remark r'.'ole l.atil of tels was made 


the other uny by Chinos Eckenrode, vcho 
was fishing along the Tnlpehocken. 
Therc» is a variety of eels known as the 
tancu'.n eel, which is very seldom found 
in tliii htats, though common in the v.-est. 
A peculiarity of this variety is that they 
travel, when migrating, single file, about 
BIX inches apart, and maintain that dis- 
tance exactly during the time of their 
progress. If one of the lot shoots ahead 
too rapidly, the one following immedi- 
ately grasps him big the tail in order to 
drag him back to his proper place in the 
line. They appear to have a remarkable 
iu&tinct for distance, and the variation 
of an inch v?ill cause the rear eel to ex- 
ercise his authority to put the brakes on 
the one ahead. 


While Mr. Eckenrode was fishing he 


hooked one of the travelers, a very re- 
markable circumstance, as they seldom 
bite while migrating. As soon as he had 
hooked it he oi' course gave a haul on the 
line, which caused this particular eel to 
shoot ahrid. 
He v.'as immediately 


grasped by the one following, and as 
that one likewise shot ahead tho next one 
did tho KIIIIJ, co that when Mr. Ecken- 
rodo bog.ui to haul out lie found a solid 
rope ot eels. Dropping his rod and line, 
he grasped the living rope and began to 
haul 111 hand over hand. 
He kept haul- 


ing in and piling up the eels until he 
was nttc'ly exhausted, when he was 
obliged I o ,' top and cut the connection. 
He quickly ran for assistance, and a 
iminbi'r ol the neighbors came to help 
him t iko ca; j of L i r,:r.3 citch. When 
they ttc-ru all gather* •! up and loaded on 
Wiigout,, it \va-i toiud that he had 873 
pounds. About %~>0 ", oith were sent to 
the Reading market, and the rest were 
distributed among his neighbors. 


The news of Ins remarkable catch has 


spread all over the upper part of tho 
county, and a great many fishermen have 
been endeavoring to repeat it, but with- 
out eticcoss, since, according to natural- 
ists, an occurrence of this sort is one of 
the rarest in O^hing.—Reading Herald.

abandoned, as there was no chance of 
its getting through the snow, whica ia 
drifted in many places deeper than the 
engine. 


At this place early yesterday morn- 


ing the heavy wind which blew during 
most of the night ch.mged to rain 
about 4 o'clock and was continued on 
until the middle of the afternoon.
